As the obief commercial and inarititno 
community, questions proporly local to 
Yiotoria sometimes assume a colonial 
character and interest. It is obviously 
for, the general good ihut there should 
be a commercial entrepot somewhere ; 
and nature would appear to bave indi- 
cated in a »ery clear and arbitrary man* 
ner that such relations sball Victoria 
t>e»r to the rest of the colony, as well 
ai to srrrounding peoples— may wo not 
Buy, to the Western World ? Regard- 
ing this, then, as tho natural commer- 
cial and maritime ocntrfc or capital, it at 
onoe becomes a*matter of colonial in- 
terest that Victoria should be respect* 
able, healthy, popular, attractive, see- 
in? that it mn-t. to a great extent, be- 
ooroe the medium or gateway through 
which the colony shall uttract, Bhipping, 
trade, population. In order to this, two 
thing* would appear to be indispensable, 
and these dssidorata constitute the cap- 
tion under which wo write. It may 
ualely be lukeo for granted that no one 
will be disposed to dispute the proposi- 
tion that good ways and water are es- 
sential to tho prosperity ot Victoria, 
and that she is destitute ot both- One 
has not »ar to go for ovidenoe on the 
former point. To leave Government 
and Fort streote is to flounder iu tho 
mud. In a pool across a road in the 
County Tipperury u-ed to he stuck up a 
pole having affixed to it a board, with 
tb'S inscription : * Take notice that 
when the water is ovor this board the 
road is impa«sable.» There are moro 
thau one of the public thoroughfares of 
this city where a similar inscription 
might not be considered out of place. 
At the beginniug of moro than ono of 
our principal streets might the City 
Fathers, with great propriety, raise the 
inscription, 

' If her* yru would travel, 
Fray bring jour own gravel.' 

With the question of ways we of courso 
include that of water-courses— gonoral 
sewage, a more serious phase still, in- 
yolving, as it doeB, oonvonience, comfort, 
health, life it-elf. And here, ajuin.t his 
community is in a sad plight. Wher- 
ever one turns stagnant, pools and 
ofeiflowing ditches, devoid of outlet, 
strike the eye,sometimcs the nose. It must 
be perfectly clear that what is wanted 
most, nay, what is absolutely essential 
to a reasonable prospeot of well-being 
is a thorough system of sewugo for the 
whole city. -Nor would tho work be a 
difficult one, although it would, of 
course, involre a considerable outlay. 
Jfo serious engineering difficulties pre- 
sent themselves, In fact, hero again 
has nature been kind to Victoria, wniob 
possesses iare facilities for drainage. 
Without the slightest wish to disparuge 
the efforts of the Municipal Oonuoil, we 
most be permitted to point out this 
fact- Work performed piecemeal, by 
the annual driblets of roveuue placed at 
the disposal of the Council from ordin* 
ary Municipal sources is not work w< 11 
done Whether in stroot making or in 
drainage, it is of tho utmost importance 
that there should be sptom. As it is, 
after the Council has striven moat 
anxiously to do the best for the public, 
the expenditure on the streets and drams 
i B miserable patch.work— only one de- 
cree better than money thrown into the 
bottomless 'Pandora slougb.' Turn- 
ing from the question of mad to that ot 
water— pure, wholesome water, it may- 
be asserted without rauoh fear cl con- 
tradiction that good ways and u 
thorough system of sewage, however 
important in themselves, would be of 
little avail without a water eupply. 
The human body, with its marvellous 
.ystem of blood-vo.sels, conduits, canals 
nerves, respiratory organs, if deprived 
3 tresh air, * bat is it So w.tn a 
community-tbe body politic. Give it 
all else, bnt deprive it of that one 
simple and too little appreciated liquid 
called water, disease and death must 
supervene. The subject of a water 
supply lor this city baa already been so 
lolly discussed that it will be quite un- 
nec s-ary to occupy the attention ol the 
rcder with it here. Iu truth, both the 
evils referred to aro so painfully auu 
palpably obvione, that it would seem to 
be quite sufficient to alludo to them. 
The object of the present article J8, 
therefore, to point out tho remedy, or 
the most facile means of proem lug the 
remedy, rattier than to spend unneces- 
sary word* in demonstrating a propi si- 
iiori 80 (ioll-evidout. Iu order to es- 
tablish and oairy out a thorough sy»' 
tern of gradients and Bewage and place 
the city iu possession of sucb streets and 
footpaths us appear to bo demanded in 
tho general interest, and in order to in- 
troduce an abundant and unfailing.sup- 
ply of good, wholesome water, a large 
expenditure would bo indispensably lor 
it is clour that whilo the former cannot 
bo well attained piecemeal, tho latter 
cannot bo attained good or b.d in that 
Way. Here, then, the subject comes to 
a foons-tue real difficulty etaree us in 
the face. How can so largo a sum of 
money bo obtained without involving 
the Municipality in aunual inteiest and 
Bioking-fund payment* which wouid 
couctiiuio a financial burden too hoary 
to be borne? Iu this way: Lot the 
Dominion Government issuo bonds bear- 
ing interest at 5 per oent. per annum, 
maturing in, say, fifty *• bo 

handed ovor to .the loOftl government 
ou the creait of the city, for the pur- 
pose ot raisingUhe amount necessary to 
undertake and "complete tho works re- 
ferred to. < Oh !' says ono, 'but you 
assume Confederation!' Uuquestion- 



ably wo do. Nor do we hesitate to 
pay thut without it Victoria must bo 
deprived for muny a long yoar of the 
Outlet of foul water or tho inlet of 
nurewator. But, would tho Dominion 
Government undertake this ? Thero is 
no reason to doubt that it would, if 
asked in the proper timo and wny, 
indeed, \vlnu wo bate suggested is al- 
most word for word what has been 
promised to Newfoundland, iu respeot 
ot the wator works of St. John's. 
It will scarcely bo necossaiv to point 
out the groat advantages to Victoria of 
such un arrangement. To say nothing 
about tho iminodiato benefits to trudo 
from so laige »" expenditure, for the 
city to ho placed in iramoilUto possess- 
ion of tho dosederata alluded to, and 
that at no" greater annual oxponso than 
is now involved in an abortivo attempt 
at more amelioration is, indeed, a con- 
sideration of profound importance What 
is a tax of 5 per cent, compared with 
laiprovemm ts which would increase the 
value of property five hundred per oeiu? 
Even were that tax to be additional to 
tuo present, property owners should not 
hesitate. But it need not bo additiouul, 
What is now being fruitlessly frittered 
away in an honest but futile attompt 
would amply Biilheo ; and, then, we 
would enjoy the fruits from tho first, — 
a consideration of no email moment.

British Columbia. 

From the London Times, 

Official papers juat issued relating to the 
ar ion of British Columbia with tbe Domin- 
ion of Canada comprise tome inleres'iog 
dispatches Irom Mr Seymour, tbe late Gov- 
ernor of British Columbia. Ou the 24th of 
Seniember, 18G7, forwarding to tba Colonial 
Office a resolution of the Legislative Council 
in lavor of a union, he wrote :— 

' No immigrants Irom England now resort 
'0 this oolony. Tho only Englishmen who 
find their way biiher finer to us through Cal- 
iloruia, and as adventurous Americana still 
visit us, tbe population ia now becoming alieo 
to a largo exuoi. It ia thought by many ol 
those who have made ibis their borne that 
ue only chance of its being prosperous while 
i dependency ol a very distant country, 
wiiicn btlps more by advice tbsn by the 
-uogtuutiul aid which a young and strug- 
gling community requires, is a union wiiti 
ihe more developed and apparently more 
prosperous colonies od the Atlantic My own 
impression is that ibe main chance ol keep- 
ing Briiisb Columbia English in sentiment 
is to furnish from borne some pecuniary aid, 

■ oitio military assistance, or belp its oommu- 
inoaiioc with tbe Dominion ol Canada. Even 
independent of tbe gteat distance from tbe 
mother oouniry, na'.U'al features seem lo in- 
Jica'e iiH connection with the eastern land^. 
The Oasoado Mountains, on the western side 
of our principal gold mines and finest »g"- 
dultural districts, are more rugged than tba 
UocRy Muuuialns — and Dr Hao, me celnbra- 
ed explorer, iulo.med me that there were 
greater difficulties already aurmouoled od the 
lme of road beiweeo Yale aDd Lytloo ia tbis 
julouy than were to be louod between Lyt- 
iou and ihe Red River Settlements. The 

xliBordinary natural difficulty of the access 
irom the Pacific to our best gold mines and 

ignculturnl districts seem to point to an 
saatern connection.' 

I he Governor added that tbe resolution ol 
ihe Council seemed to be tbe expross oo of a 

espoodrtit community longing for rhange. 

I'o ibis dispatch tbe Duke of Buckingham 
replied, staling i hut ibe consideration ol the 
questiJO ol a uoion with Canada must be 

lefeirtd until the Hudson Bay Territory 
diould be incorporated with Iho Confederat- 
ion, lo January, 1868, a public mooting 
^as held in Victoria, at which it wan entbu- 
iiaeticully resolved that steps ehonin maeu 
lor the admission ol Brit'* 11 Columbia into 

he Domimou on fair and equitable terms, an 
jsaential oonditioo being me prompt coo- 
-iruouon ol a wagon road from Lake Sapes 
rior to tho bead ol navigation on ibe Lowtr 
Fraeer. A Uonveution of delegate* fjr tho 
purpose oi accelerating the union was held 
il Vale oo tbo 14ib ol Scpiember, 1868. Id 
loiwuiding lo the Colonial Olfice the in mo- 
no! of the delegates, Gov Seymoer wrote; 

'The principal questions upon wbioh tbe 
Convention agreeu appear to have been — I. 
Union or couiederuiioo wnh lba Dominion 
ol Canada ; 2 Representative institutions 
ind responsive goveromeot in tbe colony. 
3 Retrenchment in ihe public expenditure, 
piiooipally in the way ol dismissing certain 
..ut-lic ollicers, and reducing the salaries of 
others. 4 A reciprocal commercial treaty 
.viib the United. Stales, whereby tbe raw 
productions ol the colony might bo introduc- 
ed into the neighboring republio duty hoc. 
A« regards tho first point, I do not sup- 
pose that there ia an Englishman who would 
out do-iie lo see one unbroken Dominion uo« 
Jar bis iUg extending Irom the Aiumio to 

mo Pacific. For all pnsent facilities ol in« 
lercouise wo are aa noar lo Japan as to Oi 

■ awa, Bui tho mattgr doea not rest with the 
so-called Convention at Yale, but haa already 
occupied yoqr GracV* attention and that of 

he Government ol Caoada. 1 must say tbat 
mis colony appeals lo iioseess so little in- 
ereat (or the people ol England thai per- 
haps any uuang'e woicb would call attention 
to iis roally woodorlul resources would do 
good. The seoond resolution is in dvor of 
representative instiiuiiona and responsible 
Koveruroerit in thr, colony. The legislaiive 
oooBtitu ion of the oolony is a subject which

The Convention Iheri utuhn retrenchment. 
We have an enormous amount to pay for 
interett on loans — ueurly a third of our 10- 
veuue. Were we free fom debt our finan- 
ces would ho in a must flourishing condition. 
I am not answerable lor the debt. It was 
not incurred by me, yot il devolves upon me 
lo pay, and 1 beluVe tlnvt iho doing so is the 
prinoipul cause ol be outcry ol 'miserable 
miiguvernmeLt.' Reduction* in salaries to 
the extent of upwards ol $80,000 have been 
made during my tenure ol i.llieo. I have 
Dever appointed anyone highe' than a con- 
stable, and have uo hope of doing ao timing 
my iDcuti beuoy of office. I think my own 
salary a little high (or tne colocy to pay 
but certainly not so for the holder ol ihe 
very imporlant and expulsive position I fill 
in receive. Sir James Douulaf, in October, 
1858 (when tbe revenue hud not amounted 
to j£29,900), reporlod to tho Secretary of 
Stale tbut he could uot live under £5000 a 
year. As regorda a treaty ol commercial 
reciprocity, I p.oree entirely with Ihe Con 
volition. Our nearest markets for lumber 
now aro Australia and France, and at this 
moment when San Frarfciso'o has been hull 
ruined by an ear liquate, and it is proposed 
to rebuild ihu shaken hou*(S of timber in 
stead ol stone, the citizens will have lo de 
peod upou the mills of Wellington Territory 
for their supplies, it stead of being able to 
make ose ol the mugnificent lim-er oi Bur- 
rard Inle , a few miles Irom the boundary, 
hut, u'llortunalely for the midowners, on 
English soil. It ia but rght thai I should 
alu'e that the proceedings ol the Yale meet 
ing did not moot wnh universal approval. 1 
enclose two nolices vety respeclahly tigned, 
protesting against the whole affair. -I may 
add that tbe more prominont advocates (or 
confederation were defeated at ihe last eleo 
lions in Victoria lor members to seive in the 
Lenielaiive Council.' 

In Febtoary lust ihe LegislMivo Council 
passed a losolotioo staling their conviction 
that coulederation would he undeMrublo, even 
if practicable, and u'ging that no dicitdvo 
steps bo taken towurds the present conaurn 
mation of such n union. Later in the present 
year arrangements with the Hudson Bay 
Company were completed, under which 
ihero will be incorporated in the Dominion 
ol Canada Ihe whole of tbd British posses- 
sions oo the North American Continent 
except the ihon conterminous colony ol Bri- 
li*b Columbia. In o dicpateb, dated AuguH 
14, Lord Granville slated ibe otiuion of Her 
Majesty's Government in favor of the union 
of tbat colony with tho Dominion, adding 
that Irom the dispatches whioh hud reached 
him he oorjsctured tbat this also is ibe pre- 
vailing opinion in the colony iisel!, though 
(here is not uuanimi'y upon ihe sutject. Tbe 
substance of this di*f aicb we published oo 
tbe lGth insi. to our A.meiican correspon- 
dence.
